Youngster chips teeth and is

A YOUNGSTER underwent emer¬ 
gency dental treatment after hitting 
a “dangerous” pothole yards from 
her home and being thrown from 
her bike. 

Three-year-old Emmie Howard is 
waiting to find out if she has broken 
her nose after falling head first onto 
the concrete path on her way to 
nursery. 

“She was hysterical,” said her 
father Jamie Howard, 35. 

“It is disgusting this dangerous 
pothole has not been filled, espe¬ 
cially as the council are aware of 
it.” 

Mr Howard said Emmie had set 
off from the family’s Whitewaits 
home with her grandmother to Jack 
and Jill’s nursery on Thursday, July 
9. 

However, as she rode past their 
neighbour’s house Emmie was 
thrown head-first over the handle¬ 
bars after hitting the 5in deep hole at 
the side of the footpath. 

Purple 

Mr Howard said: “She was in 
agony and has chipped two teeth. 
Before her teeth were fine but 
impact has pushed them right back 
and they are now crooked. 

“Her gums turned purple and we 
were fearing they could turn black, 
which could cause her teeth to fall 
out. She will now probably need

braces when she is older. 

“Emmie will now have an X-ray to 
see if she has broken her nose,” 
added Mr Howard, whose son 
Ashton, 6, attends the nearby Fresh- 
waters Primary Academy. 

Complaints 

Mr Howard said Essex County 
Council already had a record of com¬ 
plaints about the pothole when he 
called them later that day. 

He said the lack of action was 
“unacceptable”. 

“The pothole is five or six inches 
deep [and] is a dangerous trip haz¬ 
ard. God help an older person with 
brittle bones who falls over it. 

“My neighbour said that children 
have fallen over it before which is

Gatecrasher 
threatened

A 19-YEAR-OLD man who 
threatened partygoers in 
Harlow with a broken bottle 
before stealing their mobile 
phones has been sentenced to 
three years in a young 
offender institution. 

Arron Roberts, of Elwood, 
Harlow, was one of two men 
who gatecrashed a house 
party in Altham Grove on 
February 27, 2015, and 
demanded the guests hand 
over their smartphones. 

Robbery 


Roberts was arrested on 
March 1, 2015 and later 
charged with two counts of 
robbery and three counts of 
attempted robbery. 

He pleaded guilty to all 
charges at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Wednesday, July 8, 
and was sentenced to three 
years in a young offender 
institution. 

A 16-year-old boy from 
Harlow arrested in 
connection with the incident 
is currently on bail pending 
further investigations until 
August 18.

Campaigners hit 
out over budget 

Protest over cuts that ‘hit poorest hardest’

ANTI-AUSTERITY cam¬ 
paigners gathered outside 
Harlow Civic Centre to 
protest against Government 
budget cuts. 

Unveiled by Chancellor 
George Osborne, the Tory 
Government celebrated the 
budget’s proposed new liv¬ 
ing wage for the over 25s, 
corporation tax cuts and 
further NHS funding. 

The first fully Conservat¬ 
ive budget since 1996 also set 
out a reduction in rents for 
social housing alongside 
cuts to housing benefit, and 
a new apprenticeship levy 
for larger businesses. 

But, the restriction of tax 
credits and universal credit 
to two children starting in 
2017, was met with criticism 
from campaigns who say 
they will “really hit the 
town”. 

The protestors are angry 
at measures to prevent 18-21 
year olds from automatic¬ 
ally obtaining benefits and

the scrapping of student 
maintenance grants, which 
will be replaced with loans. 

Led by anti-austerity 
campaigner Zak Cochrane, 
more than a dozen people 
gathered outside the civic 
centre on Wednesday last 
week to wave banners and 
chant against the Conser¬ 
vative-proposed changes. 

Mr Cochrane said: “The 
emergency budget is pro¬ 
posing to cut services by 
£12bn and it’s going to really 


hit the town. It is crucial to 
make a symbolic stand loc¬ 
ally. 

“There is a feeling of anti¬ 
austerity growing over the 
last five years as people have 
felt they have been paying 
for an economic crisis they 
didn’t cause. 

“It seems that under this 
Tory government that is 
going to continue. 

“It seems this is a budget 
that will look after the top 
and will hurt the people at 


the bottom.” 

Harlow MP Robert Half- 
on, who is also deputy chair¬ 
man of the Conservative 
Party, welcomed the budget 
which he said was a huge 
boost for workers. 

The minister without a 
portfolio said: “(The budget) 
is good for Harlow workers, 
apprentices, lower earners 
and the most vulnerable. 

“The new living wage and 
tax cuts for the lower paid 
will be a huge boost to Har¬ 
low workers. 

“The budget continues to 
freeze fuel duty, cuts taxes 
for those on a minimum 
wage and doubles the 
amount of free childcare for 
three and four year olds.” 

The Tory MP added: “I 
also welcome the news that 
the cost of renting will be 
reduced significantly over 
the next five years. 

“As well as cutting 
people’s taxes and increas¬ 
ing their pay, reducing rents 
will help many Harlow res¬ 
idents with the cost of liv¬ 
ing.”

unsurprising as Freshwaters 
school is only round the corner. 

“But the council missed this 
pothole out when they renovated 
the paths a few months ago and 
they spray painted it purple, 
which for them signifies a low 
priority risk. 

“I can’t understand why they 
have not done anything. I feel like 
buying a bag of sand and filling 
the hole in myself.” 

Emmie’s wounds are slowly 
healing and the family say that 
she has showed no reluctance 
when it comes to getting back on 
her bike. She went back to the 
Monswick Road nursery Jack and 
Jill’s the following day. 

Solicitor 

But, Mr Howard is unhappy 
that the hole remains unfilled and 
has taken legal advice by con¬ 
tacting a solicitor. 

“It would only take ten minutes 
to fill the hole and it’s not as if 
they would have to dig up the 
pavement. I can’t see it costing 
more than £50, it is ridiculous. 

“I have now contacted a soli¬ 
citor. 

“It (the pothole) has been repor¬ 
ted so many times but they have 
still done nothing about it and are 
saying it’s not important. It’s 
madness. Something needs to be 
done as it could happen again.” 

An Essex County Council 
spokesman said the matter was 
being looked into.

Bereaved 
dad’s legal 
threat to 
Barrymore 

THE father of a man found dead 
in Michael Barrymore’s 
swimming pool is set to sue the 
entertainer. 

It follows the news that 
Barrymore, 63, is suing Essex 
Police, claiming they damaged 
his career after arresting him in 
2007 on suspicion of Stuart 
Lubbock’s murder and sexual 
assault. 

Now, Mr Lubbock’s father 
Terry has told the national press 
that he consulted top lawyers to 
seek compensation from 
Barrymore for alleged 
negligence in failing to protect 
his son while at his home. 

Terry, 70, said: “Barrymore 
has got some front by trying to 
sue the police so I've decided to 
give him a taste of his own 
medicine by taking legal action 
against him. 

Responsible 

“My son died while he was on 
Barrymore's property and I hold 
him responsible for not 
protecting him.” 

Father-of-two Stuart Lubbock 
was discovered in the pool at 
Barrymore’s home in Beaumont 
Park Road, Roydon, in March 
2001. The 31-year-old had met the 
entertainer at a nightclub in 
Harlow earlier that evening and 
went back to his house for an all- 
night party. 

He had been violently sexually 
assaulted and police launched a 
murder investigation. 

An inquest into the death of 
Mr Lubbock was told he had 
ecstasy, cocaine and alcohol in 
his system. 


Yet another winter 
in freezing homes? 

Council won't set date to start improvements

COUNCIL tenants fear another winter 
living in freezing conditions as delays to 
replace windows in their properties 
continue. 

Up to a dozen residents in Chipping- 
field, Old Harlow, are waiting for their 
single-glazed windows and doors to be 
replaced by Harlow Council under its 
modern homes programme. 

But after months of delays, they are 
worried the work will not be carried out 
before the winter. 

“It’s 2015 - it shouldn’t be like this. I 
know we’re only renting but I think we 
deserve a better service,” said 71-year- 
old Terry Heathfield, who lives in the 
street with his 69-year-old wife. 

He added: “We do feel the cold a bit 
more than when we were younger and 
we don’t expect special treatment 
because of that but in the winter it is 
really cold.” 

Due to start 

The residents say they have been told 
on three occasions that the work was 
due to start but nothing has happened. 
They also say surveys have been done 
on the properties on two occasions. 

Another resident Brian Cullen, 56, 
said: “The houses are cold and there is 
always a draft. The doors are rotting and 
many residents have problems with 
damp.” 

He added: “When you phone the coun¬ 
cil, you don’t get any sense out of them. 
We were told it would start last year, 
then in January and it still hasn’t star¬ 
ted. 

“I’m worried it won’t be done before 
the winter. We’re walking around in 
jumpers and paying top end for our 
heating bills - we’re all very upset.” 

Mr Cullen says his seven-year-old 
daughter, who regularly stays at the 
property, often wears a dressing gown 
over her clothes to keep warm. 

Mr Healthfield said it was so cold last 
winter that he attached polythene 
sheets to the windows to help keep the 
heat in. 

The residents have spoken with both 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon and ward 
councillor Joel Charles, who are speak¬ 
ing with the council over the issue. 

Councillor Rod Truan, portfolio-hold¬ 
er for housing, said: “Harlow Council 
publishes an outline modern homes 


improvement programme each year in 
April. This outlines the works pro¬ 
gramme for the following year. 

“This is reviewed against the 
resources the council has available, and 
priorities identified from the housing 
stock condition survey completed in 
2012. 

“The size and scale of this programme 
means sometimes timescales can 
change, but tenants affected are kept up 
to date. 

“Window replacements in Chipping- 
field were due to be carried out towards 


the end of the last financial year (mid- 
February to mid-March 2015) as part of 
the council’s commitment to bring for¬ 
ward replacement of single and double 
glazed window and doors. 

“Unfortunately this works pro¬ 
gramme has been reprioritised for com¬ 
pletion in 2015/16. Residents were 
informed in February 2015 that the work 
had been deferred. We appreciate that 
the delays are frustrating for these ten¬ 
ants, and we will be communicating 
with residents shortly to confirm when 
work will start.”

So much for 
Tory localism 

SIR The mysterious and 
anonymous local government 
legal expert quoted in your 
atrticle about street lighting 
(Star, July 2) seems to be very ill 
informed when he stated Harlow 
politicians were holding Essex 
County Council to ransom. 
Excuse me? I think it is the other 
way round. 

The mantra of the 
Conservative government and 
the coalition before it has been 
localism and an Act of 
Parliament followed. The aim is 
to devolve more decision-making 
powers from central government 
back into the hands of 
individuals, communities and 
councils with a particular focus 
on community rights, 
neighbourhood planning and 
housing. 

In short it’s about putting the 
power to decide what’s right for 
local communities back in the 
hands of those who live and work 
in those communities. 

The refusal to switch Harlow’s 
lights back on by Essex County

This smacks of the Tory- 
controlled county council 
politically slapping the face of 
Labour-controlled Harlow. 

The offer to fund lighting by 
the district council has the 
support of all three parties. 

Every piece of major research on 
the subject clearly demonstrates 
that good lighting not only 
reduces crime but also the fear 
of crime and has a positive 
impact on road safety. 

They have certainly forgotten 
Harlow residents’ views on the 
matter. So much for Tory 
localism! Residents were not 
consulted. 

Cllr Bass stated it was in the 
interests of the council taxpayers 
of Harlow as well as those of 
Essex as a whole. Really? 

Based on the council’s own 
figures, the cost of switching 
street lights off is £6.5m. Break 


even won’t happen until 2020 and 
savings of only £3.5m (far short 
of the initial cost) will not be 
made until 2024. 

With regard to environmental 
and cost issues, why is the 
county council not considering 
switching to energy-efficient 
LED street lights as an 
alternative to switching them off.

Equal funds 
for EU vote 

SIR As the Greek financial crisis

Landlords face 
further checks 

Council want to improve living standards

LANDLORDS operating houses 
in multiple occupation (HM0) 
without a license have until the 
end of the month to apply or face a 
fine of up to £20,000 as part of a 
crackdown on living standards by 
Harlow Council. 

Since April 2015 all homes 
where more than one household 
live have to be licenced by the 
authority. 

The changes were introduced to 
help improve the standard of all 
HMOs, improve living conditions 
and respond to concerns raised by 
residents living near them. 

Letters have been sent out to 
around 200 landlords and the 
council is currently processing 
applications for the additional 
scheme. 

So far just 15 licences have been 
issued following inspections car¬ 
ried out by the council. 

On August 1, the council will 


begin immediate enforcement 
action against any unlicensed 
HMOs. 

The enforcement action may 
include prosecution against the 
owner or manager of the property 
or the council taking over the 
management of poorly managed 
HMOs. 

The maximum fine for failing 
to have a licence is £20,000 and an 
automatic ban from operating 
any HMO in the UK. Tenants can 
also request the court to issue a 
Rent Repayment Order, which 
could require the Landlord to pay 
12 months' of rent back. 

By law a property that is three 
(or more) storeys high, contain¬ 
ing five or more persons who form 
two or more households requires 
a mandatory HMO licence. 

Additionally for Harlow, prop¬ 
erties where a group of three or 
more people who are not all mem¬ 
bers of the same family living in 
the same building also require a 
licence. 


Licensed HMOs are regularly 
inspected by council officers and 
must meet the appropriate stand¬ 
ards for fire precautions and facil¬ 
ities for the number of 
occupants. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
portfolio holder for environment, 
said: “This is about improving the 
quality of private rented accom¬ 
modation and is something which 
should be welcomed by landlords, 
those living in HMOs and those 
living around them. 

“We know the majority of 
HMOs are operated by landlords 
who provide safe quality accom¬ 
modation but unfortunately there 
are some landlords who don't 
meet standards and this is ulti¬ 
mately who we are targeting." 

“If you are a landlord operating 
a HMO and you need a licence for 
the additional scheme please 
apply now so we can work with 
you to ensure the licence is in 
place before enforcement action 
begins,” he added.

AN NHS watchdog is asking Har¬ 
low residents to voice their views 
on the services provided by the 
trust which runs Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital. 

The Care Quality Commission 
wants members of the public to 
report their views and experi¬ 
ences which will then help 
inspectors decide what to look at 
when they inspect trust later this 
month. 

The PAH NHS Trust will be 
given an overall rating under a 
new method of inspection intro¬ 
duced by the CQC. The formal 
inspection will start on July 21. 

As part of the inspection pro¬ 
cess, the inspectors will be hold¬ 
ing a “listening event”at the Park 
Inn in Southern Way, on Tuesday, 
starting at 6.30pm. 

A CQC spokesman said: 
“People are being encouraged to 
attend to find out more about the 
inspection process, to tell the 
team about their experiences of 


care and to say where they would 
like to see improvements made in 
the future.” 

CQC chief inspector Professor 
Sir Mike Richards said: “The new 
inspections are designed to 
provide people with a clear pic¬ 
ture of the quality of the services 
in their local hospital, exposing 
poor or mediocre care as well as 
highlighting the many hospitals 
providing good and excellent 
care. 

“We know there is too much 
variation in quality. These new in- 
depth inspections will allow us to 
get a much more detailed picture 
of care in hospitals than ever 
before. 

“Of course we will be talking to 
doctors and nurses, hospital man¬ 
agers and patients in the hospital, 
but it is vital that we also hear the 
views of the people who have had 
care at any of the hospitals run by 
the trust, or anyone else who 
wants to share information with 
us. This will help us plan our 
inspection, and so help us focus 
on the things that really matter to 


people who depend on this ser¬ 
vice. 

“This is your opportunity to tell 
me and my team what you think, 
and make a difference to NHS 
services in the local area.” 

Sir Mike’s inspection team is 
expected to look in detail at key 
service areas including A&E, 
medical care, surgery, intensive 
and critical care, maternity, pae¬ 
diatrics/children's care, end of 
life care and outpatients. 

A full report of the inspectors’ 
findings will be published by the 
CQC later in the year when the 
trust will be one of the first to be 
given a rating of outstanding, 
good, requiring improvement or 
inadequate.

A SECONDARY school has sub¬ 
mitted proposals to build a new 
four-classroom building to help 
meet the demand for places. 

Burnt Mill Academy Trust is 
applying for planning permission 
from Harlow Council to build a 
single-storey extension next to 
the current technology block. 

Paul Williams, assistant 
headteacher, said: “They [the new 
classrooms] are going to be for 
English and humanities but they 
will have a multi-use element to 
them. 

“We have got funding through 
the department of education as 
part of an initiative to help out¬ 
standing schools.” 

“We are confident of getting it 
through,” he added. 

The First Avenue school was 
the town’s most sought after sec¬ 
ondary in the 2015 admissions 
process, with 748 applicants list¬ 
ing Burnt Mill as a preference. 

All 210 places were immedi¬ 
ately filled with 179 more applic¬ 
ants put on a waiting list. 

The demand for places was so 
overwhelming this year that 
Burnt Mill executives offered 
some students a place at its sister 
school, Forest Hall in Stansted 


Mountfitchet. 

While the new classrooms will 
help to relieve pressure within 
the current school intake, staff 
have not commented on whether 
it will lead to an increase in the 
number of places on offer. 

Mr Williams continued: “We 
are unable to say if this will 
change our admission policy. 


“We have become popular and 
oversubscribed, but we want to 
accommodate as many as we 
can.” 

The new classrooms will be 
next to the technology block and 
visible from the road. 

Oversubscription is a problem 
throughout Harlow with all five 
schools full and with students on 


waiting lists. 

Harlow Council registered the 
application last month and a con¬ 
sultation will now be held for 
residents to comment. A decision 
will then be made by the author¬ 
ity’s development committee. 

The school is hoping the new 
classrooms will be ready for use 
by Easter 2016. 


MP will vote against 
revoking hunt ban 

HARLOW: MP Robert Halfon 
has said he would be prepared to 
vote against his own party to 
oppose the re-introduction of fox 
hunting. 

The hunting ban had been due 
to be reviewed in the Houses of 
Parliament on Tuesday, but the 
vote was postponed after the 
SNP refused to take part. 

Conservative MPs were largely 
expected to overturn the hunting 
ban, which had been enforced by 
a Labour government in 2004. 

The Harlow MP said in a 
statement: “After careful 
consideration I have come to the 
view that the Hunting Act 
should not be changed and I was 
planning to vote against the 
proposals. 

“As the vote has been 
postponed, I can confirm that 
when the vote comes back to 
Parliament I will be voting 
against the amendment. 

“I appreciate the many 
residents who wrote to me in a 
courteous and constructive 
manner which has had an 
important impact on my 
thinking.”

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Residents fear 
new junction 
is a ‘done deal’ 

Council say plan will reduce town’s traffic

PLANS for a new Mil junction 
have been met with anger by res¬ 
idents who fear it will destroy a 
quiet area of Harlow. 

At public consultations in Old 
Harlow and Sheering this week, 
residents were shown Essex 
County Council plans of the pro¬ 
posed new junction 7A. 

The proposals will see the B- 
road Gilden Way transformed 
into a much busier connection 
between the Mil and A414. 

It is hoped junction 7A will 
relieve pressure on the town's 
roads and the overcrowded junc¬ 
tion 7 by providing an alternative 
place to join and exit the Mil. 

An Essex County Council 
spokesman said: “Harlow has sig¬ 
nificant traffic congestion during 
peak times which will get worse 
as Harlow grows. 

“A solution is needed to reduce 
the increasing strain on the local 
and wider road network. 


“Essex County Council has 
been investigating options to 
improve access in and out of the 
Harlow area, including options 
for a new connection between 
Junction 7 and 8, called junction 
7A.” 

However, residents said the 
development, which could take 15 
years to complete, could lead to 
noise pollution, congestion and 
the urbanisation of what is cur¬ 
rently a quiet area. 

After viewing the plans, a res¬ 
ident, who asked not to be named, 
said: “I am strongly opposed, the 
people of Old Harlow do not want 
it and we are up in arms. 

“All the data gathered (about 
the number of cars and noise pol¬ 
lution) is hypothetical and 
gathered through mobile 
phones.” 

A resident of Gilden Way said: 
“I have trouble crossing the road 
at the moment, how will I be able 
to manage when (a predicted) 
35,000 cars pass through? It will be 
impossible.” 


Concerns were also raised that 
the new junction was a “done 
deal” despite the council insisting 
the proposals are still at a dis¬ 
cussion stage. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said 
that a new junction is necessary 
but should only be approved if 
consultations fully address res¬ 
idents’ concerns over: The loc¬ 
ation of the junction, the impact of 
the junction on residents and 
whether sufficient infrastructure 
can be built to deal with the con¬ 
sequences of an extra road. 

He said: “One thing that every¬ 
one is united on is that we need a 
new Mil junction. A new junction 
would dramatically decrease the 
amount of traffic, make it easier 
for people to get to and from work 
and increase property prices. 

“However, there remain con¬ 
cerns from Old Harlow residents 
about the infrastructure, noise, 
traffic and air pollution. 

“This is not the end of the con¬ 
sultation process, it is vital that 
residents get their views to me.”

STAFF at Harlow Citizens Advice Bureau 
dealt with more than 30 cases of people being 
targeted by scams and conmen last year. 

But with only five per cent of people who 
have been scammed reporting it to the 
authorities, the figures are thought to be a 
fraction of the total number of scams tar¬ 
geting people in the local area. 

The figures have been released to coincide 
with the launch of Scams Awareness Month, 
which aims to highlight how fraudsters can 
flourish if they go unreported. 

The campaign, which is being supported 
by Trading Standards, is urging people to get 
advice if they think they've been conned and 
warn others to help stop scams from spread¬ 
ing. 

Analysis of more than 20,000 scams repor¬ 
ted across the country between April 2014 
and March 2015 also reveals that different 
types of scam use different methods to 
approach people. It shows: 

■ More than a third (37 per cent) of cold call 
scams reported to the national charity are for 
professional and financial services. 

■ Two in five of all postal scams are lotteries 
or prize draws, inviting people to claim a 
prize for a competition they haven’t 
entered. 

■ Four out of five doorstep scams are to do 
with home improvements and household ser¬ 
vices. Common scams are around central 
heating, insulation and roofing, to gas and 
electricity supplies and people posing as tree 


surgeons. 

■ Two in five internet scams are about per¬ 
sonal goods and services including cosmetics 
that never arrive, beauty treatments that 
aren't what they say on the tin and slimming 
pill subscription traps. 

Tiziana Groom, chief executive of Harlow 
Citizens Advice, said: “We’ve advised on 30 
scam cases in the past year but we know there 
are likely to be many more cons at large. 

“Reporting scams is the only way to get 
them closed down, so we’re asking people to 
inform the authorities to stop others from 
being targeted. 

“If you’ve been scammed or you’re worried 
about a potential scam, there are also ways in 
which we can help.” 

Cllr Roger Walters, Essex County Council’s 
lead member for trading standards, said 


“Scams thrive on silence because fraudsters 
know that in many cases victims are too 
ashamed to report what happened to them. 

“We’re urging people to lift the lid on 
scams and start talking about suspicious 
email, junk mail, online ads or door-to-door 
sellers operating in their area,” he said. 

“Scams are run by professional con artists 
and it can be very hard to know what to look 
out for. Our advice is that if an offer sounds 
too good to be true, it probably is. If you’re 
contacted out of the blue be on your guard, 
and never give your bank details out unless 
you are certain you know who the person is, 
and that you can trust them.

Essex Police and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston will not stand for re-election 


ESSEX Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston has 
announced that he will not be 
standing for re-election. 

Mr Alston was the first to hold 
the new post created under the 
last coalition government and 
was elected in November 2012. 

The next PCC election will be 
held in May 2016. 

Mr Alston said he will retire to 
spend more time with his family 
and focus on other projects. 

In a statement released by 
Essex Police on Tuesday, Mr 
Alston said: “I feel immensely 
privileged to be serving as the 
first Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Essex. 

Sustainable 

“In addition the chief constable 
and I have been working to plan a 
strong sustainable future for 
Essex Police against a backdrop of 
the need to manage deep reduc¬ 
tions in funding. 

“At the heart of this has been a 
focus on building a more pro¬ 
fessional police force, with more 
effective working relationships 
with partner agencies, to keep the 
people of Essex safe from harm. 

“After much thought and reflec¬ 
tion, and after discussions with 
respected colleagues and my fam¬ 
ily, I have decided not to stand for 
re-election. 

“This was a really difficult 
decision. But after a working life 
of more than 40 years, 35 years of

which have been in public service, 
I will retire in May 2016 to be able 
to enjoy spending more time with 
my wife and family, including my 
three young and vivacious grand¬ 
children.” 

He added: “Like many, I was 
initially uncertain about the role 
of PCC but I was determined that 
we should get off to the best pos¬ 
sible start in Essex, a county, and 
a police force, that care deeply 
about. 

“However, I am now convinced 
that the direct, open and trans¬ 
parent accountability to local 
people that PCCs provide is 
becoming an exemplar of effective 
modern, local democracy. 

“I will continue to do all I can to 
ensure that the force is funded 
and fit to face the challenges of 
modern policing not just this year 
and next but for many years to 


come. 

“During the next year, until my 
very last day in office, I will con¬ 
tinue to drive this work with 
energy, vigour and with a com¬ 
mitment to do all I can to help 
build a Safer Essex.” 

Essex Police Chief Constable 
Stephen Kavanagh has reacted to 
the news by saying that Mr Alston 
had “improved transparency in 
policing” and “understanding of 
significant challenges” the force 
faces. 

He said: “Nick’s tenacity in 
scrutinising the force is comple¬ 
mented by the time he takes to 
speak and listen to officers of all 
ranks and communities from all 
backgrounds across the county. 
Nick’s commitment to public ser¬ 
vice, intellect and deep-seated val¬ 
ues have made a real contribution 
to our county.”

THE pilot who is attempting to fly around 
the world in an aircraft powered by the 
rays of the sun has become a record- 
breaker. 

Andre Borschberg successfully 
completed a five-day non-stop solo flight 
across the Pacific Ocean from Japan to 
Hawaii - a distance of 4,481 miles. 

His aircraft, called Solar Impulse 2, is 
the first to fly day and night without any 
fuel. The 120-hour voyage broke the 
previous record of 76 hours for a on-stop 
flight which was set in 2006. 


Mr Borschberg took off from Nagoya, 
Japan, on the seventh leg of the 22,000- 
mile journey which started in the Middle 
East back in March. 

He navigated alone and managed to 
sleep in short 20-minute bursts while the 
plane was flying on autopilot. 

Mr Borschberg is sharing flying duties 
with Bertrand Piccard, who will now be 
the pilot’s seat for the next leg of the 
challenge from Hawaii to Phoenix in 
Arizona. It is estimated it will take four 
days and four nights. 


The aircraft has a wingspan greater 
than that of a Boeing 747 and is covered 
with special panels which use the rays of 
the sun to charge the four batteries which 
power the plane. 

It flies at speeds of between 30- 
60mph, reaching a height of almost 
30,000 feet during the day. At night it 
slowly descends to about 5,000 feet as 
the pilot reduces energy consumption by 
easing back on the power. 

It is expected to set off on the next 
stage of its journey later this month.

A TERRIFIC young cast 
had Victoria Hall rocking 
with their performance of 
Rent - the powerful 
musical based on 
Pucchini’s famous opera 
La Boheme.

HIV/AIDS. 

Roger, played by 
raspy-voiced Stefan 
Mullard, is a struggling 
musician in love with 
Mimi, a show-dancing, 
HIV-positive heroin-addict, 
played by the spectacular 
Chanelle Hayles. 

Meanwhile, his mate 
Mark (Danny Hurley), an 


aspiring filmmaker, has 
been dumped by Maureen 
(Melissa Guest) for lesbian 
partner Joanne, played by 
Sarah Randall. 

Tom, a computer geek, 
played by Lorenzo Culora, 
falls for drag queen, Angel, 
the magnificent Simon 
Carnell, who dies 
prematurely. 

Director Jody Randall 
did a fantastic job with a 
young amateur cast and 
the dynamics and level of 
sound created by everyone 
on stage outshone many 


professional productions. 

But what really raised 
the show to a professional 
standard was the 
performances of the cast 
who, without exception, 
did a fantastic job. 

Danny and Stefan (who 
had the best male voice of 
the cast) had great 
chemistry, the latter also 
giving a terrific 
performance alongside 
Chanelle as Mimi.

Pub-based drama 


EIGHT people walk into a bar with a story to 
tell. It sounds the beginning of a bad joke, but 
it’s actually the basis of a quirky play staged 
among punters in Harlow’s Red Lion pub. 

Early Doors tells the story of a brother and 
sister on their first night in charge of a local 
that used to belong to their mum and their job 
is not being made harder by a mad ensemble 
of characters who you could only ever find in 
a pub. 

In fact it’s hard to work out who is a 
character and who is not, with the cast 
mingling with the audience and even pulling 
pints before the show begins. 

When the larger than life characters are 
talking casually among each other it feels as if 
you could be eavesdropping on someone else’s 
crisis. Early Doors invites you to be nosey for 
a night. 

Some of the characters are fantastic 
creations. Louise Haggerty expertly portrays 
the down-on-her-luck Leah, while Tom 
Haywood at times steals the show as the 


cringe-worthy but occasionally inspired 
man-child Bunny. 

Indeed, there is a lovely flow to the play and 
a chemistry between the cast that makes them 
a fun bunch to hang out with for an evening. 

At the end of the show, when the cast leave 
the bar in character and re-emerge, it’s a 
surprise to see them dressed and acting 
normally. 

Director and star Jimmy Fairhurst said 
beforehand that an audience can expect three 
nights out in one, with Pamela Dwyer nailing 
a maverick open-mic regular as Joanna B and 
Andrew Butler’s Steve breaking the fourth 
wall with a pub quiz that the audience can 
participate in. 

But somewhat inevitably the production 
falls short in its ambition and with lack of 
character development and the progression of 
any real plot. 

Both Steve and Joanna B give rousing sob 
stories before being forgotten as another 


character booms into view. It’s quite a 
surprise when the show ends, as the whole 
thing felt a bit unfinished. 

At only an hour in length, the show perhaps 
takes on one character too many with a cast of 
eight troubled joint leads all rushing to tell 
their tale at breakneck speed without any 
room to breathe. 

One thing that should be praised is the 
originality of the show and when Jimmy said 
it would be a play like you’d never seen before, 
he meant it. 

It’s also great fun and although the story 
does come up short, it does at least give a 
sensation of believability. These could be real 
people on just one night, it is a snapshot of 
someone’s reality. 

Early Doors isn’t just theatre for people that 
don’t do theatre and, despite its flaws, offers a 
really engaging and unique show that covers a 
range of topics.

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Back fresher than 
ever after battering 


I T'S been more than 20 years since they 
were formed, but King Prawn are back 
and tastier than ever. The ska/punk 
seven piece have a hugely- anticipated 
album in the pipeline and are looking 
forward to a glorious summer of gigs and 
festivals. 

Undeterred by the challenges that come 
with reforming after a 10-year hiatus, King 
Prawn are heading back to square one for a 
special concert at Harlow's leading music 
venue and drummer Nikolai Jones is excited. 

"The music we're making now is the best 
we've ever done and I can't wait for the fans to 
hear it," he says. 

"I am really enjoying it now for what it is." 

Since reforming in 2013, King Prawn have 
played sparingly, but will be returning to The 
Square on August 1 ahead of the BoomTown 
festival in Hampshire. 

Nikolai says: "Some of the original Square 
shows were revolutionary and I remember the 
warmth generated from the audience. I think 
there is something about new towns that just 
builds a lot of energy. 

"We have not played many gigs since our 
reform. When we toured originally we would 
do hundreds in a year, but we want to put all 
our energy into fewer shows, making them 
really special. 

"We are keeping the gigging on the low 
down until the new album is coming out." 

Many bands have breaks, but 10 years is a 
long time by anybody's standards and Nikolai 
used the time to spend with his family, play in 
other bands and do odd jobs to make ends 
meet. 

He said the move to come back was mutual 
through a feeling that King Prawn still had 
things to say. 

"I think we felt we had something to offer. I

only wanted to come back and do it again if we 
were going to be making new music and we 
are in the stages of writing a new album now," 
he said. 

"I cannot stand the nostalgia trip, but what 
drove it (the reunion) was the chance to make 
new music. 

"We have been recording for a long time 
now, and I feel our music is a bit more thought 
out but we still have the same passion and 
drive. The biggest change I think would be A1 
(Rumjen, the lead singer) whose lyrical style 
has changed from being confrontational to 
more abstract and poetic.” 

However, the band have had to reform 
without original member Babar Luck, who is 
now pursuing other projects, leaving the band 
without a bassist. 

“When we split, it felt pretty final and 
reforming was out of the question. When I left 
the band it had been on the back of 10 intense 
years and that is why so many bands break up. 

“You sometimes need to know when you 
should take a six months or a year's break 
from the band and come back recharged. 

"I feel we are getting on better now than 
ever and we are making progress as a band. 


“We begged Babar to come back, but he said 
no, he's doing his own thing now, and you've 
got to respect that. 

"We now have a new bassist in Zac, who 
played in a band I was part of during the 
hiatus." 

King Prawn have never been a band to make 
music for the sake of it, and their 
politically-charged lyrics have always been in 
response to society’s injustices. 

The political landscape has changed in the 
10 years since the band last released an album 
in 2003, but judging by their posts on 
Facebook, King Prawn are more engaged and 
angrier than ever. 

"I don't think we have changed the way we 
feel and we always want to sing about the stuff 
that matters," said Nikolai. "You hear some 
bands release music where they don't really 
say anything at all and I never want to do that. 
We sing about our indignation about how the 
world works." 

Nikolai says that after an intense period of 
writing and recording, the end is finally in 
sight for the new album with a slated release 
date of 2016 - but getting it out could be a 
problem. 

"We've recorded so much I think we have 
almost enough for two albums and we'll be 
going in and out of the studio over summer to 
do a few songs here and there. 

"There are a lot of things to tie up though, 
we haven't yet got a label to release an album 
though- but we'll see." 

While 2016 may sound a long wait, fans can 
at least catch up with the unique ska-punk 
outfit this summer at The Square.

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Mike's TV Film of the Week 

HALF NELSON DRAMA Film4, Monday, July 20, 1.15am (Tuesday) 

Ryan Gosling’s breakthrough, Half Nelson, is the sort of movie 
that gives you hope for modern American ‘indie’ cinema. 

For a start, it is overtly and unashamedly political without 
being simplistic or tub-thumping or dull - something mainstream 
Hollywood finds virtually impossible. Director and co-writer (with 
Anna Boden) Ryan Fleck is clearly left-leaning and very bright, 
like Gosling’s character Dan Dunne. Presumably he doesn’t 
share Dunne’s less salubrious qualities. 

Dan is a history teacher in a New York inner-city school. We 
only see him with one class of pupils, non-whites aged around 
13, and he seems to have as much rapport with them as is 
possible given the circumstances - he’s out to make them think 
rather than just learn. He also coaches the girls’ basketball 
team. 

The principal chastises him for departing from the syllabus (on 
the Civil Rights movement) but don’t worry, this isn’t a 
ghettoised Dead Poets Society - she’d have more to say if she 
knew of his extracurricular activities involving cocaine and 
crack. 

After a basketball game, he waits until everyone has gone and 
retires to a toilet cubicle for a smoke, only to be discovered by 
one of the girls, Drey (Shareeka Epps). The film is their story, and 
it’s fed to us in a pleasingly off-hand way - we learn about their 
lives as we watch. 

Dan’s parents, still alive and well, were radicals in the 60s: 

‘You stopped the war,’ he tells his mum, only for her to decline 
the credit. He was in a relationship with a woman, and now 
she’s back, drug-free and engaged to someone else. He is 
having a very casual relationship with another teacher. 

Drey lives with her mum, a single parent working inhuman 
hours to make ends meet. Her older teenage brother used to 
work for local drug dealer Frank (Anthony Mackie) but is now in 
jail. Frank, in his own way, is trying to look out for Drey, just as 
Dan is. It just so happens that one of them is a dealer and the 
other an addict. 

Because of its low-key, naturalistic style, Half Nelson sneaks 
up on you, and then floors you. There are no easy answers here, 
but Fleck - who stops the film occasionally to have one of the 
kids give us a history lesson - sees hope in the most unlikely 
places, and the final shot is perfect. Gosling, who may turn out 
to be one of the greats, is extraordinary, but no more than 
Mackie and possibly less so than Epps. Full marks to the entire 
class. Mike Whiteway

Small but powerful

fter the spectacular, 
over-the-top excesses 
of Avengers: Age Of 
Ultron, Marvel has 
come up with the 
perfect antidote to complete 
Phase Two of its cinematic 
universe. 

Ant-Man is a smaller, slicker, 
smarter superhero film that 
doesn't get bogged down in 
exposition or having to give lots 
of characters certain amounts of 
screen time. But although the 
scale might be smaller (in every 
way), this isn't a film without 
ambition or excitement - it just 
doesn't set itself such grandiose 
parameters as recent Marvel 
movies. 

Partly this is because it's about 
a lesser-known character of the 
Marvel universe, albeit one who 
has been pivotal to the Avengers 
since their inception, both 
through Hank Pym's original 
Ant-Man and his successor in 
the insectoid suit, Scott Laing. 

In the big screen version, Scott 
Lang (Paul Rudd) is at the centre 
of the action, a convicted but 
very likeable thief as played by 
Paul Rudd who has just been 
released from prison and is 
determined to stay on the 


straight and narrow for his 
daughter's sake. 

That wish is short-lived as he 
becomes embroiled in a plot by 
the ex-con pals he now lives with 
to break into a rich old man's 
safe. 

Little does Lang realise that 
the heist is a set-up, effectively 
his audition for another job 
that's being masterminded by 
the old man who happens to be 
Hank Pym (Michael Douglas), 
the original Ant-Man. Pym is 
worried about the threat of his 
former protege, Darren Cross 
(Corey Stoll), a brilliant scientist 
who's ousted Pym from his own 
tech company and is trying to 
invent his own shrinking 
technology - something Pym 
refused to share with him during 
his Ant-Man days. 

Pym's plan is to get Lang to 
use his Ant-Man suit (which not 
only shrinks him to ant size but 
affords him super strength and 


the ability to communicate with 
the insects) to break into Cross's 
lab and sabotage his plans. Pym's 
daughter Hope (Evangeline 
Lilly) is less than impressed with 
Lang and thinks she should be 
the one to don the suit, which 
raises tensions between the 
three of them. 

So, it's a heist involving a 
shrinking man, a whole load of 
ants, at least one megalomaniac 
scientist and a lot of 
father-daughter issues. Well, 
Marvel do like to do things a bit 
differently. 

More than anything, Ant-Man 
is fun. Its great strength is its 
leading man, Paul Rudd. He 
might not be the most obvious 
choice as a thief or jailbird but 
he's got charm to spare and does 
the action, drama and comedy 
required in the film with style - 
and brings a nice sense of 
mischief to the character. 

Douglas is subdued but brings 


a bit of Hollywood gravitas to the 
film while Lilly gives Hope a 
fiery intensity and Michael 
Pena’s Luis, Laing's former cell 
mate, is hilariously verbose. 

Without the complex, 
interlocking storylines of the 
Avengers, Ant-Man is a lot more 
straightforward and streamlined 
movie. It rattles along nicely 
with a winning blend of action, 
comedy and emotion, climaxing 
with a very funny and very 
satisfying finale. 

There'll always be the thought 
of what what the film would have 
been like if original director 
Edgar Wright (Shaun of the 
Dead, Hot Fuzz) had stayed on 
board the project after eight 
years of developing it. It may 
have been more distinctive, more 
offbeat than what Peyton has 
offered up, but it's a moot point. 
Peyton has done a solid job and 
created a very likeable superhero 
movie. 

For Marvel fan boys (like me), 
there are plenty of references to 
the characters' origins and comic 
book roots as well as a couple of 
scenes that hint at the future 
crossover potential with other 
MCU characters. Stay to the end 
of the credits too for some tasty 
extra scenes. 

It may not be as epic or 
explosive as other entries in the 
Marvel Cinematic Universe, but 
Ant-Man is hugely enjoyable and 
provides a lighter, quirkier take 
on the superhero genre.

The supposedly 
clued-up teenagers in 
Travis Cluff and Chris 
Lofing's low budget 
thriller urgently need 
an education in the 
basics of horror movie 
survival. 

The thinly-sketched 
protagonists appear 
blissfully unaware of 
any found footage 
horrors that have been 
haunting cinemas since 
The Blair Witch Project 
popularised the format 
in 1999, and stumble 
blindly to their doom 
with cameras rolling. 

In The Gallows, this 
shaky handheld footage 
is presented as official 
evidence - "Property of 
the Beatrice Police 
Department, 

28/10/2013" - which is 
the filmmakers' cursory 
explanation for how 
recordings from 
multiple devices have 
been neatly spliced into 
a fractured narrative 
for our viewing 
displeasure. 

Whenever a student 


is left on his or her own 
- and is therefore likely 
to come a-cropper - 
main footage from an 
omnipresent camera 
jumps to a video 
recording from the lone 
character's 

smartphone, so we are 
treated to their brush 
with death in jittery 
close-up, replete with 
heavy breathing. 

The film opens in 
1993 at the first night of 
Beatrice High School's 
production of a period 
drama called The 
Gallows, which bears a 
passing resemblance to 
Arthur Miller's The 
Crucible. 

Something goes 
tragically awry during 
the play's denouement 
and student Charlie 
Grimille dies in front of 
distraught parents and 
classmates. 

Twenty years later, 
football jock Reese 
Houser (Reese Mishler) 
hurriedly learns lines 
for the anniversary 
production of The 
Gallows at Beatrice 
High in order to 
impress lead actress 
Pfeifer Ross (Pfeifer 
Brown).

T he Land Rover Discovery never did 

sporty at all well. It had a vast array of 
other qualities that put it right near the 
top of the family 4x4 tree but on-road 
dynamics were never one of its big 

draws. 

If you wanted a car that handled a bit better, 
you graduated to the Range Rover Sport, a car 
that shared plenty of the Discovery’s 
underpinnings, but which featured suspension 
that was geared a little more to the keen driver. 

Now there’s another option. If the Evoque isn’t 
big enough and a Range Rover Sport is just too 
expensive, why not try the Discovery Sport? 
Brought into the range to pension off the 
Freelander and featuring 5+2 seating, pricing that 
looks sensible, an efficient range of Tngenium’ 
TD4 diesel engines and some very sharp styling, 
it looks another instant winner from Land Rover. 

On to engines, which are Land Rover’s 
advanced 2.0-litre four cylinder Ingenium TD4 
units, shared with the Range Rover Evoque and 
designed to deliver improved efficiency, along 
with class-leading torque and power. 

The most affordable TD4 unit in the range 
comes with 150PS and 350Nm of torque, but it’s 
only offered with this car in five-seat form. Here, 
62mph from rest occupies 11s on the way to 
112mph. 

Most though, will want the 180PS variant 
which comes only with the seven-seat layout and 
delivers a much lustier 430Nm of torque. Here, 
there’s a maximum speed of 117mph, while 62mph 
from rest takes 9.4s, though you can reduce this 
figure by a second if you take up the option of the 
slick nine-speed ZF auto gearbox many owners 
will want. 

More importantly, this variant has enough 


pulling power to permit a towing capability of up 
to 2,500kgs when the optional Tow Pack is fitted. 

Both the TD4 powerplants come mated 
exclusively to 4WD. This, by the way, is a proper 
permanent set-up rather than the less effective 
‘on-demand’ AWD system that this car’s less 
capable competitors use - and which Land Rover 
itself offers on this model in other markets. 

Even if you’d never seen a picture of the 
Discovery Sport, you could probably generate a 
reasonably accurate mental sketch of it were you 
to imagine crossing a Range Rover with a 
five-door Evoque. 

It’s a really handsome piece of design that 
instantly makes even a good-looking rival like the 
Volvo V60 look old. It also serves to make the 
conservative Audi Q5 look positively lumpy. 

The wheels are pushed nicely to each corner 
and there’s that distinctive canted forward 


C-pillar profile that became such a Freelander 
signature. 

Land Rover describes the seating arrangement 
as ‘5+2’ rather than a full seven-seater: that’s 
because the rear-most seats are designed largely 
for kids and occasional use. 

The middle row of seats can be reclined, slid 
back and forth by 160mm, and also splits 60:40. 
They’re also 5cm higher than the fronts, which 
affords a good view out. Boot space measures a 
useable 195-litres with all seats up, but the 
Discovery Sport is likely to spend most of its life 
in five-seat mode, in which case you get a massive 
830-litres. Fold both second and third rows and 
you can carry up to 1,698-litres. 

In the Freelander era, there was always quite a 
price gap between Land Rover’s compact and 
full-sized SUVs. Part of this Discovery Sport’s 
remit is to narrow that, this car there to push the 


brand’s compact SUV offering up-market, which 
in turn makes room for the company’s 
new-generation Defender model to slot in 
beneath. 

That explains pricing that sits in the £33,000 to 
£43,000 bracket for mainstream models, which are 
powered by the brand’s latest 2.0-litre TD4 
‘Ingenium’ series diesel engines. There’s a choice 
of two - a 150PS unit you can only specify if 
you’re happy to have this car in five-seat form 
with a manual gearbox. Or a 180PS unit that only 
comes with the seven-seat layout and provides the 
choice of either manual transmission or a 
nine-speed automatic that’s offered at an £1,800 
model-for-model premium. 

Across the range, buyers are offered the choice 
between four trim levels - ‘sE‘, ‘sE Tech‘, ‘HSE’ 
and ‘HSE Luxury’. Whatever your choice, all 
variants come with permanent 4WD. 

As for equipment, entry-level ‘sE’ trim gets you 
part-leather seating, climate control, a heated 
windscreen, cruise control and the inControl 
Remote. 

This last piece of kit allows you to access all 
sorts of vehicle information via your smartphone. 
You can find your way back to the vehicle, check 
if the windows or doors are open, check fuel level 
and range, and even summon emergency 
assistance if required. 

Verdict: Once again, Land Rover has looked at a 
market that many thought was packed to bursting 
point and spotted a significant gap, into which it’s 
parked the Discovery Sport. What other car of 
this kind can seat seven, set off in the Serengeti 
and slot right in as easily in Sloane Square as it 
will in the tightest multi-storey carpark space? 

No other premium compact SUV can do all this.

Big increase 
in crowds has 
Tom smiling 


Club’s ambitious plans 


GATES rose by 75 per cent at 
Harlow Town FC last season, 
giving chief executive Tom 
Cunningham huge grounds for 
optimism for the future. 

But it is the type of football 
being played that left a smile on 
his face. 

“Our gates have gone up by 75 
per cent. I can take a lot of 
satisfaction from that,” beamed 
Cunningham, 59. 

The club has come a long way 
since he came back to the town 
nine years ago, with the Harlow 
Arena stadium finally self- 
sufficient. 

It all bodes well as first team 
boss Danny Chapman, the club’s 
new director of football hopes to 
make it fourth time lucky by 
winning promotion from Ryman 
North in his third full season in 
charge. 

“This year will be the first 
year that this club pays its way 
in all aspects. That’s going to be 
an amazing achievement,” said 
Cunningham. 

Nearly 2000 people watched 
the final two home matches of 
the season. 

“If we want to win the league 
next year our budget will be 
determined by the support we 
get through the door. I am not 
expecting 900 people here each 
week - that would be fantastic, 
but I have to be realistic,” 
Cunningham said. 

Achieve promotion 

“If we can up our average from 
this year, the same as we did last 
year, that means that our budget 
will increase and hopefully we 
can achieve promotion. But it 
won’t be done any other way. 

“We are not going back to the 
old days where we have got 
bailiffs knocking on the door and 
we are chasing about to try and 
find money. It’s not healthy. The 
club want the site to be totally 
sustainable. We are getting there. 

“We have come on massively 
since the start of the season. Our 
attendances, the amount of 
people using the site, the 
feedback we are getting. 

“If you look at our crowds in 
the 2013-14 season they were 
about 150 which was probably 
the norm [in Ryman North] - 
which is not sustainable. But we 
were averaging around 250-300 
[in the 2014-15 season] which is 
not a big number, but is a huge 
jump in a small space of time. 

“That shows you the interest 
that these children, these 
parents, these coaches and all 
these people that have become 
part of the football club, and are 
enabling us to grow. They will 
enable us to have a bigger 
budget. 

“To get 900 people on our last 
game of the season was 
absolutely mind-blowing. I was 
so, so pleased. And then another 
900 [in the play-off semi-final 
against Thurrock] when you 
have a different dynamic as you 
wouldn’t have as many children 
here because it being at that 
time and they had school, but we 
had 900 people again. 

“We scored 108 goals, we got 
the highest goalscorer in the 
league [Alex Read] again, he 
scored 42 goals and missed eight 
weeks of the season. 

“We got 102 points. That one 
game does not take away all the 
smiles I had last season. 

“It was a good place to be and I 
thoroughly enjoyed it. It was 
great.” 


are Maid to measure 


National South side are blueprint for Harlow Town FC

HAWKS chief executive Tom Cun¬ 
ningham has revealed the club 
are using Conference South side 
Maidstone United as a blueprint 
to build a 3000 fan base. 

Harlow Town got the idea to 
build their artificial pitch on the 
back of watching the success of 
the Kent club. 

Their support grew after the 
2012 installation of the first-ever 
purpose-built 3G surface at a non¬ 
league club at its new ground. 

But Cunningham says it’s not 
just about the plastic - Maidstone 
have grown a support base 
through revolutionising its youth 
set-up. 

Harlow followed suit and now 
have 200 children in teams from 
U7 to U16. 

This is establishing an affinity 
with the club as players and their 
families attend matches, enabling 
Harlow to flourish in the future. 

These players and their fam¬ 
ilies are the future fans of Harlow 
Town, Cunningham hopes. 

“What we have had to do is 
educate people. The children, par¬ 
ents and coaches mean the Har¬ 
low Arena has a chance of not 
only being sustainable but hope¬ 
fully following in Maidstone’s 
footsteps,” said former Leyton 
Orient and QPR professional Cun¬ 
ningham, 59. 

“That’s what we look at. We 
have the same catchment area [as 
Maidstone] of 90,000 people. What 
they have got over us is they have 
a little bit of history as far as 
support is concerned, and they 
have always had good support 
even when they were ground hop¬ 
ping. That support came together 
when they got their new site. 

Support 

“We have had the site. What we 
haven’t had is the ground swell of 
support. But we are now gener¬ 
ating that. Maidstone have always 
had the boys’ teams, girls’ teams. 

“There is no reason why we 
cannot get 2000 or 3000 and emu¬ 
late them and push on into the 
Football League eventually. But it 
has got to be done sustainedly, but 
it will be done through that 
ground swell of support that we 
are not getting.” 

On the pitch the first team 
suffered a heartbreaking play-off 
semi-final defeat against Thur¬ 
rock last season, having notched a 
record points tally of 102 in 
Ryman North. 

This would have been enough to 
win the title and go up to Ryman 
Premier automatically in most 
seasons. 

But the future remains bright 
at the Elizabeth Way club. 

With qualified coaches at most 
age groups, Harlow’s youth set-up 
has come on leaps and bounds in 
the last couple of years. 

“Players are educated on site, 
coached on site, and this is their 
football club,” said Cunningham. 

“We probably have the biggest 
single thing for this football club 
and what we achieve as far as

And if you come 
here on a Saturday before a 
game, and we’ve got maybe ten or 


12 games going on before the first 
team play, it puts a smile on my 
face. I think it puts a smile on 
everyone’s faces. 

“We have been here [at the Har¬ 
low Arena] nine years now and 
it’s finally being used properly. 
The parents have been fantast¬ 
ic. 

“Perhaps they have come 
to watch their niece, or 
their grandson, and 
then all of a sudden we 
have got supporters. 
“The football club 
never had a youth 
policy. This is the 
first time it has 
ever happened 
in the club’s his¬ 
tory. The fact 
that we can do it 
on site because of 
the pitch makes it 
that much quick¬ 
er. If we had to 
use outside 

areas which 
were grass, the

uptake would have been a lot 
slower. 

“But it isn’t. The interest is 
there now. Why wouldn’t the 
interest be there, when you look at 
the stadium and the pitch? 

“When we first came here there 
was some great ideas from the 
[Harlow] Council and people who 
ran the football club. But there 
was no forethought. It has taken 
us five years to identify what 
needed to be done. 

“We look at Maidstone as a 
blueprint for us. I have associated 
us with them because of the pitch. 
But if you look at Stevenage, if it 
can be achieved at Stevenage it 
can be achieved anywhere. 

“If you look at the 
Bournemouth scenario, six years 
ago they were going to go skint. 
They were done. They have not 
done it by slinging money at it. 
They have done it prudently. So it 
can be achieved. 

“We have made a huge financial 
commitment. But you can see it 
starting to turn and that gives us a 
great sense of achievement. If we 
can continue to grow and improve 
and that’s why we’re employing 
Danny [Chapman] as director of 
football. That means that we are 
moving in the right direction. 

“We’ve got Sam Robshaw now 
as a full-time coach, Ryan Jessey 
is full-time. Two full-time people 
here working. We have five or six 
full-time staff but a few years ago 
there was just me and Jill 
[Dumoulin, events coordinator]. 
It is encouraging, but for me the 
only way that it’s going to be 
sustainable is if we grow.” 

The stadium can hold more 
than 2500 people, but the way it 
was built means the club can 


develop the site and increase the 
capacity in the future. 

“We looked at developing the 
site. That is something that’s 
ongoing. 

“The idea was to make it future 
proof to go into the Football 
League,” Cunningham 

explained. 

“We have the infrastructure 
population wise to go into the 
Football League. The stadium was 
built so if the club went into the 
Football League the stadium 
could be added on to. 

“It’s going to cost money. So we 
started it in a small way 
ourselves, but we are looking at 
generating funds that will benefit 
the community, benefit the hous¬ 
ing stock, but would also benefit 
the football stock, because we 
would be able to grow on the site. 

“This would put us in a position 
to get us promoted. This would all 
help the budget. 

“We have got to make sure we 
don’t get beyond ourselves. We 
spend what we can afford and that 
will be determined by people com¬ 
ing through the door. 

“Hopefully we can get help from 
the council and the town to devel¬ 
op.”

Watts reflects 
on special 
year in USA 

HARLOW’S Sam Watts can look 
back on a fantastic year in which 
he has made a name for himself 
in the USA. 

The 23-year-old, who has 
represented Great Britain, failed 
to make the World 
Championships in Beijing when 
injury forced him to pull out of 
the British Championships, the 
world trials. 

The former Leventhorpe 
School student qualified from his 
heat for the 200m final at 
Birmingham’s Alexander 
Stadium with a super-fast time 
of 21.06sec. 

But a hamstring injury 
stopped the sprinter taking part 
in the main event the next day. 

Watts said: “I took a slight 
hamstring injury in the heats 
and was unable to run in the 
final. 

“It’s nothing serious but after 
testing it out I realised I would 
not be able to perform at 100 per 
cent in the final and made a 
decision to pull out and not risk 
a serious injury. 

“So this marks the end of what 
was undoubtedly the most 
successful season of my entire 
career.” 

Scholarship 

Watts is in the second year of a 
degree at the Texas Christian 
University in Austin. 

He won a scholarship to study 
at the Texas university and also 
collected a silver medal in the 
main university championships 
in America, the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
Championships. 

This was in the 4x100m relay, 
as he helped his side romp to 
second place in a superb time. 

His ultimate goal is 
representing Great Britain in the 
2016 Olympic Games in Brazil. 

This could be in either the 
200m, 400m or relay. 

His 200m time at the start of 
the year was the fastest in the 
world, giving Watts huge pride 
in an event dominated by 
Jamaica’s Usain Bolt. 

He said: “From the 200m world 
lead to making both indoors and 
outdoor NCAA championships 
and then to making the final of 
the British Championships. 

“Thank you everyone for the 
support and love you’ve shown 
over the whole season, I can’t tell 
you all how much I’ve 
appreciated it. 

“But now it’s time to take a 
much needed break and begin 
preparation for the Olympic year 
next year, where the goal is of 
course to make the Olympic 
Games.”

Last chance 

He said: “It was my last chance 
to win a medal at these cham¬ 
pionships, so I was a bit nervous. 
In the past I have crumbled under 
pressure at the English Schools.” 

Canaan trains at Mark Hall 
Sportscentre four times a week, 
and at his athletic club, Woodford 
Green & Essex Ladies, twice a 
week. 

He said: “It was a tactical race, 
so it was slower than my PB [per¬ 
sonal best of 1:54].” 

Canaan is excited about rep¬ 
resenting England for the first 
time. “I have always been there or 
there-abouts, but never got it. I’m 


not sure who will be there, but 
whoever’s there I will take them 
on,” he said. 

Canaan is targeting the 
European U23 Championships 
next year and hopes to earn his 
first Great Britain vest at a meet¬ 
ing next spring at Loughbor¬ 
ough. 

Meanwhile, Harlow Athletic 
Club member Naomi was out¬ 
standing as she became national 
champion.
